Certainly the Author of this Maxifefo muſt 
have a great ſtock of Confidence., to preſume to 
impoſe fo groſly upon the World, and . pretend to 
perſuade rhem, That the Reaſon here alledged, has 
hindcr'd King James trom applying himſelf to the 
Confederate Princes, end that they had been 
Deluded by His Majeſty. This beginning is a bad 
Omen for the reſt : -But ſince the Author thinks 
fit to conceal the true Reaſon of the Late King's 
long Silence, we muſt diſcover it in two words ; 
ſor it is obvious to all Mankind, That as long as 
he had ſome hopes of being Reſtor'd by the Pow- 
er of the French King, for whoſe Sake he loſt his 
Crown, it was not fit he ſhould trouble the Al- 
lies : But ſeeing now France unable to perform her 
great Promiſes, and forced to ſue for Peace ; and 
on the other hand, the Exg/ſþ more and more 
averſe to him; he has no Way, no Means, no Re- 
medy left, bur this laſt, and therefore he is obli- 
ged to 'implore thoſe Princes, whoſe Friendſhip and 
Intereſt in his Proſperity he did {o lictle Regard. 
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All the world kaows what this Prince, being then Duke 
of 'Yotk, did ſuffer for His Religion. The Engliſh 
F:Alions had no ſooner diſcovered he had declared himſelf 
a Roman Catholick, but they began to do their utmoſt 
ro procure His Ruin, And not ſatisfied to have obliged

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firſt, in Flanders, and afterwerds in Scotland, they

As he addreſſes himſelf to the Catholick Prin- 
ces, it was: but fit he ſhould begin with his Suf.

his own Brother. This and many other Conſpi- 
racies, and not his being a Roman-Catholick, were the 
occaſion of his being FExild ; and his Private 
and underhand Cabals with the Popes Cardinals, 
and France, againſt the Intereſt of the Nation, 
were chiefly inſiſted upon in the Freamble of the 
Bill of Excluſion, *Tis not true, that King Charles 
Sredfaſtneſs was the only thiag that hinder'd the 
Bill of Excluſion from Paſſing into an AQ. *Tis 
notoriouſly 
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notoriouſly ' known, that the Houſe of Lords reje&.

Theſe are the chief Accuſations that the Prince of O-

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all our Liberties are contrary to Law, as extorted by 
Force. Thatthe King may diſpoſe of us and our E- 
ſtates,as he thinks fit ; and in ſhort,overturn the whole 
Engliſh Conſtitution, and all the Laws, even in their 
ſence,according to Law, 'Tis ridiculous to alledge here 
doubtſul Cafes; for the Laws King James diſpenſed 
with, are, I think, ſome of the =o of our Laws. 

The overturning of our whole Conſtitution was 
then nearer than one would think ; which will ap- 
pear by conſidering,that the Judges holding then their 
Places,  darante bene platito ; and not quamaieu i bene 
geſſerint; as divers anciently were; the moſt Learned, 
Honeft, and Conſcientious , were turned ont for re- 
ſuling to declare that to be Law which was meerly 
Arbitrary-; 'and thoſe who were put in their Places, 
or remained , amongft whom were Three declared 
Papiſts, contrary'to Law, were men of no Repurati- 
on, either for Knowledge or Integrity, having had 
no. other Merit to recommend them to that high 
Station, than 'a ſervile compliance to the Tilegal Pra- 
Aices of the Court. ' No wonder then if their Deciſi- 
ons were ſo:muchagainſt the Proteſtant Religion, and 
the Liberties of the People. 

"Tis in vain to ſay, That the danger of being Pro- 
ſecuted \ for Prevarication\, »was ſufficient *tq*+ deter 
them from adviſing the King contrary to Law ; for 
thoſe Judges who declared for the diſpenſing' Power, 
were in hopes that King James would continue on the 
Throne; and inſtead of fearing any Proſecution, they 
expected t Reward 'from' him , ' according to the 
Bargain they had)mage; when they (promiſed to ex- 
plain the Laws as he ſhould think fit : And they had 
very good reaſon''to believe ſo from' the great en- 
deavours King Faves made, by-Cloſering the chief of 
the Nobility and Gentry, and by- tampering _ 

a 
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and overawing the Gentry, and all inferior Magi- 
ſtrates with the Loſs of theirOffices and Imployments, 
to chuſe ſuch Members for the enſuing Parliament, 
as ſhould confirm his Diſpenſing Power, and make 
no inquiry into his other Illegal Prattices. I could 
mention alſo what was publickly talk'd of, and ar- 
gued for by his Party, of filling the Houſe of Lords 
with Peers pro zempore, choſen out of ſuch of the Gen- 
try as he was ſure would comply with his Deſigns, 
to over ballance the number of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal who oppoſed them. 

Their Impunity after this Revolution, is no argu- 
ment of their In-ocence, but only of the great, not 
to ſay too great, Clemency of the Government, whoſe 
Intereſt, as it is obſerved here, it was to puniſh all 
thoſe notorious Offenders, according to' their deme- 
rits. This is a very weak Argument to ſupport their 
Cauſe; and the conſequence whereof may prove fatal 
to ſome of the. late King's Friends.” PH add bur one 


thing. more, That the Parliament being immediate- 


ly after the:Revolution taken up with more weighty 


Afﬀairs, had got then leiſure ro inquire into the 
Condudt of thoſe Offenders, and bring them ro Con-

'Tu true, that in a private 
Treaty maile between the King and the Dutch in Ju- 
ly 1678. before the Peace of Nimeguen, he did pro-

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Cauſe, and to a Prince who had fo juſtly deſerved 
their eſteern, and had been ſo true to the General 
Intereſt o: Europe Their Catholicity ſignifies no- 
thing in this Cale ; for the difference ot Religion 
does not authorize Men to deny the Offices of Ju- 
ſlice and Fricndſhip, which they owe reſpeQively 
one to another.

raign, the neighbouring Princes may in Conſcience
